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The airfield of Volsk (47°23" 4/52°3' yy), 
Seratov oblast, was southwest of the town and 
about 2 kn northwest of the Volga river. 

A winding road led from the towm to the field, 
which was on the plateau. The field was about 

2 km square and bordered a woods to the south- 
west. Two vooden sheds about Bxlco meters, a 
locksmith and a carpenter shop about 10x4 neters 
and an underground fucl tank instsll=tion were 
at the field. 


bout 159 sincle-engine cround atteck alrorart 
were porkcd in the southern corner of the field. 
The folloving features of this crelt were noticed 
at the salvaging of one of these planes which had 
made an euerzency landings on the volga River: 
lé-cylinder in-line envine, Veensine, 2-nan crew, 
bomb racks under the fuselese and wings, three 
cennon pointing to the fore, one machine gun 
operated by the man in the rear seat. sovict 
civilians said that the plans was the goviet 


version of an ancrbken design. about six 


trainers were housed in esch of the hangars. :te- 
paired aircrett with upward-folded wings were al~« 
nost daily towed by trucks to the pilot schools 
northvest of town. The trainers only made day 
flights. 


air ¥orce Gchools ~T and II were northwest of 
Volsk, just south of the road to Saratov. The 
schools were about 1 km apart. 


The installations of school J consisted of tv - 
S-story barracks, two 2-story instruction build- 
ines with storace facilities and 2 cute-open 
engincs, a test stand for the testing of two 
engines, a workshop housing a welding, locksmith 
and lathe shop, a 3-story administration and a 
boiler house vith snokestack. 
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Ten to fifteen sircraft were purked there 
for repsir and training purposes. The field 
was occupied by S60 to 4c0 air force sol- 
diers. 


Both schools were run by one mejor in charge 
of training. 


The sirfield was west of the tovn, south of 
the reilrond line to itkarsk (45°O* 5/51° 
Sat ny. § Near the border of the tovm 

it was about 2 km wide, but widened toward 
the west. Two hangars and a traffic control 
station were noticed. 


about 1¢C new, allegedly German aircraft 

with dismantled wings, were in the northe 
westorn corner of the field. There was heavy 
day and night flying .:ith du-52s and Ju-88s 
in addition to woviet transports ond fighters. 
individunl parachute jumos were observed. 


The sirfiela was on a plateau southwest of _ 
the town, south of the roilroad line leading 
throush e gorge to seratov anc north of a 
dease ook woods. it was 2 ku from the 
Volga iver. The field, covering a site of 
seversl squore kn, had three hangars and 
eisht to ten wooden sheds with earth bunkers 
(quartoring facilities) between. 


Durias the entire tinue of observation 40 to 
ov ground attack planes were stationed at the 
field. None were seen in the air efter 1945, 
ijost of the pircraft were covered by tarpau- 
lins. The engines of sone of them were occa= 
sionally revved up. 


There were school flights with six biplanes 
from which individunl parachute jumps were 
made. Unseheduled intermedinte lendings were 
made by S-encine transports. 
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on airfield was north of the barracks. Only 


some wings were seen therc. 


in “sy and June five biplanes took off fron 
the field severcl times every day. Co-P'’s 
said that these biplanes were used for in~ 
sect pest control missions :.nd all of the 
pilots were women. 


Gliders towed by a biplane were seen daily 
over on sirfield appnrently southwest of 
the torm. The wing span of the gliders 
Was about double the lencth of that of the 
towing plane. Only one glider was seen in 
the sir at a time.
